Why raw sewage

setting subterranean and ul- 

timately forbidding. the black, 

cavernous world beneath the 
streets metropolitan Boston, the drama 
that has been unfolding for more than 
100 years almost entirely invisible. And 
this exactly should be, because the 
players here are working contain 
nearly. half billion gallons noxious 
sewage that daily pours through 5000 
miles pipe. 

But when the setting changes Bos- 
ton Harbor, the final destination for the 
sewage and storm water from cities 
and towns the Metropolitan Sewerage 
District, the drama all too apparent 
the polluted ocean surrounding the re- 
vitalized Waterfront, the 
beaches South Boston and Dorches- 
ter, and the increasingly dilapidated 
sewage-treatment plants Deer and Nut 
Islands. 

Both settings are critical. The aging 
sewer lines, many which were laid 
more than century ago, can longer 
hold the combined sewage and storm 
water what has become modern 
metropolis. According the state 
Department Environmental Quality 
Engineering (DEQE), the system fre- 
quently overflows, dumping raw sewage 
into the Harbor more than 100 outlets 
along the shoreline average every 
five seven days. 

The treatment plants, when they are 
working well, dump 450 million gallons 
treated waste water and 100,000 dry 
pounds sludge into the Harbor each 
day. the plants, sewage receives 
treatment, which means the 
solids are allowed settle, and then are 
collected, before the remaining liquid 
chlorinated and then dumped the 
Harbor just off the islands. The collected 
solids are reduced mass micro- 
organisms digestors and partially con- 
verted methane gas before they, too, 
are released into the Harbor. Exactly how 
much damage done the water 
wastes from these plants matter 
scientific debate. But because neither 
facility operates efficiently, both contrib- 
ute the dumping untreated sewage 
into the waters the metropolitan area, 
and raw sewage still the number-one 
pollutant Boston Harbor. 

The sewage-treatment plant Deer 
Island was completed 1968, cost 
$28 million, treat the sewage from most 
the city Boston, and from commu- 
nities north and west the city. Before 
then, raw sewage had been dumped into 
the waters off Deer Island since 1895. 
Managed the Metropolitan District 
Commission (MDC), was designed 
pump average 343 million gallons 
sewage day, with peak capacity 
848 million gallons day. But all ac- 
counts, the plant has never worked right, 
with disastrous results for the Harbor; 
the plant probably never pumped full 
capacity, and by-all accounts, probably 
never will. 

“It sure looked pretty when they 
opened the place up,” says Deer Island’s 
chief operator, Paul Holthaus, 
all downhill from day one.” Hol- 
thaus’s assessment reflects something 
close consensus among MDC offi- 
cials. The reasons for the facility’s poor 
performance are myriad. Chief among 
them are the nine monstrous Nordberg 
engines that pump the sewage from 
holding chamber feet below the 
ground eight treatment tanks. 
had trouble with these engines 
since the day started using them,” 
Holthaus says. This because the 
engines are simply the wrong machine for 
the job. According several MDC engi- 
neers, these 2000-horsepower 
diesel/methane engines work best full 
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speed. But because the amount sew- 


age they pump varies dramatically, 


speed which they operate con- 
tinually changing. This 
breakdowns. 

Two additional circumstances have 
made difficult keep the engines 
reasonable repair. First, manpower run 
the plant always has been hard come 
by, because the low salaries paid 
workers the MDC.

Unlike the smaller and older plant 
Nut Island which pumps approxi- 
mately 150 million gallons sewage 
day and was completed 1952 the 
plant Deer Island does not overflow 
when the amount sewage surpasses the 


capacity the pumps. Instead, the sew- 
diverted the Calf Pasture pumping sta- 
tion Columbia Point, which owned 
and operated the Boston Water and 
Sewer Commission. From there, the sew- 
age pumped Moon Island and 
dumped, untreated, into the Harbor. 

When Deer Island was, built, the 
planners believed the Calf Pasture plant 
would longer needed. But because 
the plant Deer Island never func- 
tioned properly, the Calf Pasture pump- 
times year. But 1981 proving 
especially busy year for Calf Pasture, and 
bad year for the Harbor. Records kept 
the Boston Water and Sewer Com- 
mission show that the first six months 
this year, untreated sewage has been 
dumped Moon Island days, 
doubling the yearly average only six 
months. the end February and the 
beginning March, when the Deer 
Island plant was down two and half 
pumps, raw sewage was dumped into the 
Harbor Moon Island for consecu- 
tive days. 

When the Calf Pasture station went 
into use, 1884, careful studies using 
specially designed floats showed that 
Moon Island was one the best places 
dump sewage into the Harbor. Eliot 
Clarke, the principal assistant engineer 
charge building what now the Bos- 
ton sewer system, wrote book the 
nine-year construction project. His report 
says that floats used test the current 
various points the Harbor showed that 
sewage released Moon Island the 
ebb tide would flow out the Harbor 
tidal current that runs between Rains- 
ford and Long Islands, and that the sew- 
age would reach position the Outer 
Harbor between George’s Island and the 
Brewsters the time the tide changed. 
That, course, was the 19th century, 
when huge storage tanks Moon Island 
held the sewage until the tide went out. 
Although the old steam engines the 
pumping station were exchanged for 
diesel-powered motors the 1930s, the 
storage tanks longer function, and raw 
sewage dumped into the ocean with 
regard for the tide, for the Harbor. 

After the crisis Deer Island last Feb- 
ruary, the MDC came with pro- 
gram overhaul all the pumps and 


motors facility for estimated 


$1.2 million. The agency plans hire 
outside contractor take apart each 
pumping unit and replace worn-out parts 
ordeal officials expect last for two 
and half years. The MDC also con- 
sidering hiring outside consultant 
maintain the pumps and engines 
full-time basis, move which may cir- 
cumvent the manpower shortage the 
facility, but which probably will little 
improve the morale workers the 
plant. 

the same time, the MDC begin- 
ning experiment with replacement 
for the Nordbergs. electric engine 
built run variable speeds was pur- 
chased the MDC six years ago, but has 
lain unused the floor the main 
pumping house for most the time since 
then. Recently, however, the engine was 
sent General Electric for repairs and 


the Nordbergs one which already 
has been removed the end Sep- 
tember. But most MDC officials not 
believe that more than two electric 
engines can installed Deer Island 
without necessitating increase the 
plant’s generating capacity. Electricity 
produced the facility using the 
methane gas derived from the solid por- 
tion the sewage, but not sufficient 
quantity run full fleet electric 
motors. 

But even after the Deer and Nut Island 
facilities are repaired (the Nut Island 
plant also scheduled overhauled), 
and even the MDC can come with 
way maintain them, the source half 
the pollution entering the Harbor will 
remain unaffected. This pollution the

Despite its tiny budget and unwieldy 
name, the Coalition for Human 
Needs has become State Household 
word this summer. Born either three 
years four months ago, depending 
how many incarnations you count, the 
Coalition young, dynamic organiza- 
tion not yet bogged down 
the internal squabbles plague 
many other activist groups. This partly 
because there just isn’t time for philo- 
sophical debates. here asks 
anybody what their politics says 
member Joanne Leppanen. deal- 
ing with homeless families, with crisis 
every single day. agree: people have 
eat.

Statistics bear out the Coali- 
tion’s claim that the face pov- 
longer confined Appala- 
chia the inner cities.

Welfare mothers are not always 
gaunt and shabby, bloated 
with starches. More and more, the 
poor are simply women with 
young children whose fathers 
have taken off, women who find 
they can’t both childrearer and 
breadwinner the same time. 
This phenomenon, which has 
been called “the feminization 
poverty,” the rise. 1960, 
according report from the 
percent America’s poor fami- 
lies were headed women; to- 
day that number percent.

Sewage 
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waste water. keep the pipes 


from bursting, the system equipped 
with overflows along the edge 
where sewage can escape. 

reduce the 5.7 billion gallons raw 
sewage dumped into the Harbor each year 
because combined overflows, the 
MDC and the Boston Water and Sewer 
Commission have come with separate 
but integrated plans increase the 
capacity the system and treat the 
overflows before they are discharged into 
the water. Already the water-and-sewer 
commission has begun increase the 
capacity the system. Its projects 
include: 

replacing main sewer lines with 
bigger pipe. Work replacing the over- 
burdened East Side Interceptor, which 
runs along the Boston Waterfront from 
the Coast Guard base the North End 
South Station, now progress. 

cleaning debris from major sewer 
lines. Teams deep-water divers are 
now being hired walk the sewer sys- 
tem. Their mission locate and 
remove obstacles.

There much debate among govern- 
ment agencies, scientists, and citizen 
groups over what with the sludge 
emanating from the two sewage-treat- 
ment plants. The Environmental Pro- 
tection Agency (EPA) has approved

plan build three incinerators Deer 
Island burn the solid waste from both 
plants. But the MDC, like members 
many citizen groups the metropolitan 
area, believes that burning the sludge will 
merely trade water pollution for air pol- 
lution, and would rather build 
extended outflow tunnel and dump the 
solid waste 250 feet water point 
six miles from Deer Island. The EPA also 
has ordered the MDC install secon- 
dary-treatment facilities Deer Island, 
which would make the waste water 
cleaner before dumped into the Har- 
bor. The MDC, however, believes the 
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project not worth its estimated 
cost $400 million, and has 
applied for waiver sec- 
ondary treatment. Instead, the 
agency has proposed -that the 
liquid waste from Deer Island 
also released the same point, 
six miles out sea. 

While the debate rages over the 
merits secondary treatment and 
the best way dispose sludge 
(other alternatives include com- 
posting and using the waste for 
landfill), one arguing about 
the need the combined 
sewer overflows. have mixed 
feelings about secondary treat-

journalist Anne Roiphe wrote piece

Such responses were reason 
enough for Roiphe close the 
box she had opened, avoid confront- 
ing the issues she had broached. Instead, 
she probed further and deeper into the 
matter Jewish assimilation Amer- 
ica. She had dealt with Jewish themes be- 
fore her four novels (among them 
the Sandbox and Torch Song), the 
article was not precisely genesis, but 
was surely the catalyst for her new non- 
fiction book, Generation Without 
Memory: Jewish Journey Christian 
America (Linden Press, 221 pp., $11.95). 

Recently, during interview her 
New York home, asked Roiphe why she 
had chosen pursue topics that were

She questions the place women 
Judaism, pointing out that Orthodox 
Jewish men pray daily thank God for 
not having made them women, and inter- 
views Orthodox families. She describes 
her psychoanalyst husband’s work in- 
fant psychiatry and her brother’s medi- 
cal research genetics. She cheekily re- 
writes the ending Isaac Bashevis Sing- 
The Magician Lublin and makes 
strong case for the practice and indeed art 
where peekaboo games and bowel move- 
ments are given thought, then once again 
all human life She talks 
the spunky Gluckel Hameln who, 
the 18th century, was “the archetypal 
Jewish wife, mother, and businessperson 
She knows what right and what 
not and she never needs Valium 
therapist even investment coun- 
Roiphe considers Freud, Heine, 
Marx.

The specter the Holocaust haunts 
the book, Roiphe repeatedly questions

The truth that the 45-year-old 
Roiphe doesn’t have grapple with any 
these matters, any more than she has 
document her search. Her grandfather 
began with pushcart and founded the 
Van Heusen shirt company. child, 
she was taken Manhattan’s conserva- 
tive, affluent Park Avenue Synagogue; 
she was educated Smith and Sarah 
Lawrence. Roiphe could, potentially, 
have tucked herself away into the en- 
vironment she grew in. But she didn’t. 
gilded ghetto childhood with 
its country clubs, its dancing schools, its 
own private school system, its demands 
for conformity, its repression female 
aspiration, its materialism that grew like 
monster till finally ate all the time 
and energy least its women who 
were eternally the stores, worn out 
from shopping, from trips fabric 
houses, carpet stores, whose days were 
filled with fancy slipcovers that had been 
sent the wrong colors and purchases

Roiphe how and why she left 
that ghetto, and she replied, think that 
for people who are comfortable there, 
naturally going stay.

The British got the beat

here’s full-scale British R&B in- 

vasion under way. No, 
mean the New Romantics 
Duran Duran, Visage, Spandau Ballet, 
etc. The invasion I’m talking about fea- 
tures such fashionless nobodies Nick 
Bailey, Beggar and Co., Billy 
Ocean, the Funk Masters, the Quick, Hot 
Cuisine, Kelly Marie, and the makers 
Taxi-beat music. Outside regular dis- 
circles, nobody America yet knows 
these names, and why should they? These 
musicians have built almost exclu- 
sively instrumental, effortlessly dance- 
able, easy-on-the-spirit style that 
downplays the solo and moral rectitude, 
that finds sublimation unison. body 
movement. The only shock appeal 
arouses those who identify British 
music with the Stones, the Who, and Led 
Zeppelin, with punk, with pirates, 
ironic fashion, and ska crewcuts. The 
new British R&B feels delicate, sleek, and 
supple; yet also resilient for- 
wardness its riffs that has caught the 
temper this pop summer superbly well 
hands joined across ethnic and racial and 
sexual divides. Timeliness has created 
modest hits for unproven, almost sup- 
pressively shy talents whose subtleties 
would have gone unheard lustier mu- 


sic seasons.

apanese cooking requires 
eye and watchmaker’s precision. 
also takes patience, practice, and 
sensitivity the subtlest tastes and 
textures. Japan, told, chefs who 
teach never utter word instruction. 
They expect apprentices watch care- 


fully, without questioning, and prac- 


tice what they learn. you will have 
have seen sushi and sashimi before you 
attempt make them. But then 
find their execution fairly straightfor- 
ward, and the results quite professional. 


Sushi 


stopped Sister City Tea House, 
the new Japanese restaurant New- 
bury Street, and asked the gentle and 
talented chef, Asa, tell how make 
his favorite sushi. With two translators 
and several diagrams, Asa explained the 
following us. 

the several dozen kinds sushi 
possible, offers few, all them made 
order. One, called saiki sushi, looks 
something like bright yellow pin cush- 
ion ball vinegared rice wrapped 
paper-thin egg pancake and tied the 
top with special made from 
dried green vegetable. Another kind, 
sagata sushi, consists tiny fish, such 
fresh sardine, that has been boned, 
butterflied, and marinated before being 
set pedestal vinegared rice the 
fish’s exact shape striking presenta- 
tion. 

Yet third kind, sushi, probably 
the most familiar thick roll rice, 
egg, cucumber, and Japanese mushroom 
encased seaweed and sliced for serv- 
ing. This popular version sushi 
really first-rate when crisp the out- 
side. Ideally, should eaten right after 
made. 


Asa’s sushi 
Makes four 

Asa uses three brightly colored foods 
inside his sushi rolls: for example, spin- 
ach cucumber for its green, pickled red 
ginger, long strands omelet, mush- 
rooms, any other choices that will 
complement one another and make nice 
pattern when the roll sliced.

off for Little Osaka, Concord 
Avenue Cambridge.

was late Saturday night, 
but the sushi bar proper Little 
Osaka was full. Accordingly, our 
party merely requested and was 
served portions sashimi and 
sushi. Some were readily identi- 
fiable, some guessed at, but all 
were good. 

First, the easy ones. huge 
shrimp was bisected, and placed 
over rice laced not merely with 
vinegar but with wasabi well, 
excellent preparation that was 
far too large eaten the tra- 
ditional single bite. More famil- 
iar limited experience were 
bonbon-sized rolls nori stuffed 
with rice and fish that might 
have been tuna.
